At the same time, IhcTiospUal released Its 
monthly linonclal report showlnglhe Institution _ 
has earned, an operational surplus of about 
$000,000 during the first 11 months ofJOTt;. Most ' 
of ttie surplus Avould be speni raUwr lUari op-, 
piled to next year's operating budget, hospital 
officials said. 

The approved 1977 budget represents a slight 
Increase, about two-tenths of a er cent, over a 
preliminary 1977 budget released last month, 
despite sharp cutbacks In the proposed Increase 
In nursing employes and the dropping of 
projected employes from other Job catcgorfes. 

The total number ot full-time employes 
projected for next year, however. Is still well 
above the number of employes projected for the 
end of this year. 

In the preliminary budget. MVMH depart- 
ment heads had asked for a total of SO new 
employes for 1377. In final form, the budget calls 
for the employment of 45 additional persons, 
about 29 of them on the nursing staff, 

The additions lo the nursing staff will ccmc 
mainly In tho medical and surgical care 
categories, olthough about seven nurses arc duo 
to be added lo the emergency service staff. 

Tho total number of employes under the new 

budgcj^ will Increase to atxi ut 501 , compared jo 

thlsycar'scmplbymcnloYabout-iSG persons, an 
increase of about 10 percent.

Large City of jRocks monument scored

BURLEY — Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus today 
opposed the 32,000 acre plan for a national 
monument at the City of Rocks south ot Oakley . 

A letter from Andnu wos read at a special 
hearing ot the Senate, interior subcommittee on 
parks and rccreotlons, with Idoho Sens. Frank 
Chureh and James McClura attending. . 

Andntd said'hls ofricc favors a core area of 
about 3,000 acres tor a national monument, with 
a buffer zone of up to a mile, depending on the 
terrain. 


He sald-lolal-«creago would be about G.O00 
acres. 

He-also said ho- could support a-narrow 
corridor to follow the pioneer trail going through 
the City o( Rocks, but he has "noCrccelvcd In- 
formation Justifying such a largo porecl as the 
32,000 listed In post Senate proposals. 

Otflcials from the Idaho Fish and Game 
-Department supported Andrus' stand. 
Representatives of the Cassia County Historical 
Society spoke In favor of the national 
monument: but did not specifically advocate 
Inclusion of the 32,000 acres. 


A majority of those in the courtroom In Burley 
appeared to be against withdrawal ot such a 
large area from multiple use and possible 
development for agricultural purposes' 

Fish and representatives said the area 
In wlilcli Ihc City of Rocks Is located ranks third 
'of 13 areas in the Magl^Viillcy in size of deer 
harvest, 

They said l.SOO permits were Issued this year 
and hunters had SI per cent success. They 
. supported Andrus' proposal for a narrow buffer 
zone of onc-lenth to onc-mtlc, but asked that 
hunting be allowed In that buffer zone. 


They said tlie high country tx-nmfl the Cily of 
Rocks Is critical deer area. 

Asked by Sen. McCluro It Ihey'could support , 
grazing for the area, fish and game officials said 
their long range plan Is to Increase the deer herd

The 1977 budget Includes about SIB.OOO lo be 
paid radiologists before Ihc .\-roy doctors* get 
their newly-approved separate billing 
procedure undcnvay. Once that procedure' Is 
' instituted, however, the patient will have lo bear 
doctors' X-ray fees as an e-^pense additional lo 
regular hospital charges. 

This year the hospital projects aboul $191,000 
to be paid In doctors' fees. These fees would 
show up as part of" the patient's regular hospital 
bill, but next year the X-ray patient will receive 
a separate bill from doctors. The hospital plans 
lo Increase its X-ray fees a well. 

The final budget shows the average length of 
patient slay projected, up about 8 per cent from , . 
thlsyear's4.4 days lo 4.B days next year. 

The budget projects the average occupancy 
for 1977, at 12G.3 beds, or about 10.5 per cent 
higher than this year's estimate. 

The final 19T7 budget Includes a cash 
carryover ot only SlErl.OOO, despite the fact the 
hospital sho\vs a net income gain for the first 11

According to assistant administrator John 
Haydcn. most ot that surplus has either been 
spent for new equipment or Is being carried In .
